LUNDBERGH IS BACK

Famous Flyer Maintains 
Silence; Barbara Hut- 
ton, Son on Same Boat. 


NEW YORK, April 14—(P)— 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh ar- 
rived here tonight on the liner 
Aquitania on hig first visit to his 
American homeland in more than 
,a year... Higs.cabin was locked 
against a curieus throng, with po- 
lice standing guard outside, as the 
ship docked. 

The Aquitania was met down 
the bay by three coast guard cut- 
ters, one of which carried a de- 
tachment of Treasury and secret 
service agents, who went immedi- 
ately to Lindbergh’s quarters. 

Agents of the line who went to 
the flyer’s cabin after the ship 
had arrived at the pier, reported 
that he wished to keep his custom- 
ary silence, and had no state- 
ment to make concerning his plans 
while here, 

Another passenger said Lind- 
bergh and the former Barbara 
Hutton, estranged wife of the 
Danish Count Kurt Haugwitz- 
Reventlow and like the aviator a 
voluntary exile from the United 
States, sat together for a time in 
the ship’s lounge this afternoon.

SUFFICIENT FUNDS 


TO MEET PAY ROLL 
CLAIMED BY HUIET 


Labor Commissioner Says 
He Has Enough Cash To 
Pay Aides Until May 15; 
Summons Council of 11. 


Long distance telephone conver- 
sations yesterday between State 
Labor Commissioner Ben T. Huiet 
and Paul E. Batsell, budget direc- 
tor of the Federal Social Security 
Board, ended in Huiet’s announc- 
ing that he had sufficient funds 
to meet all his pay rolls until 
May 15. 

Pay rolls that are due will be 
met today, Huiet announced, in 
the Bureau of Unemployment 
Compensation and the Georgia 
State Employment Service, 

“I was assured that drafts were 
being authorized by wire that 
would handle all my problems, 
when I match those federal funds 
with what I have on hand and 
what is due me from the state,” 
said Huiet. 

Certain of State Money. 

“Will the state money be forth- 
coming?” he was asked. 

“Oh yes, certainly,” he _ said. 
“It is due and I don’t think it will 
be held up. I’m sure the Gover- 
nor wouldn’t do me that way.” 

The problem, he said, was 
whether the money would be sup- 
plied to him by the federal gov- 
ernment. 

“The reason for the delay,” said 
Huiet, “was explained by Bat- 


‘sell, and: it was-a_ problem that 
‘all the states had to face. The 


money was not available in Wash- 
ington, but now it is, and T have 
full authority to pay all the ‘sal- 
aries Saturday. 

Set Until May 15. 

“The funds made available to 
me will take care of all unex- 
pired balances for the quarter 
ending December 31 and the quar- 
ter ending March 31, and I shall 
have no pay roll problems until 
the middle of next month.” 

Between telephone calls _ to 
Washington yesterday, Huiet dis- 
patched a letter to the house 
economy committee, welcoming an 
investigation of his department as 
a result of charges made by Rep- 
resentative Cicero Kendrick that 
the “department is not function- 
ing according to law,” and tele- 
graphed 11 Georgians, summoning 
them to meet in his office at 10 
o’clock this morning to help him 
fix a method of hiring and fir- 
ing.

Cheatham Assails Admin- 
istration of Wage-Hour 
Law, NLRB at Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Parley. 
NEW ORLEANS, April 14.—(P) 


A warning the United States was. saws | 


threateried with “dictatorship” un- 
der present policies of the ‘wages 
and hour act administration and 
National Labor Relations Board 
was made before the American 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
here today by J. H. Cheatham, of 
Griffin, Ga., its president. 

Cheatham charged before the 
annual convention here that there 
was an “apparently covert and 
planned procedure to gradually 
destroy the sovereignty of our 
states in favor of a government 
centralized at Washington.” 

Calls for “Czar.” 

Coupled with this was Cheat- 
ham’s recommendation that the 
textile industry, which he said 
was “producing goods which the 
market would not absorb,” select 
a “czar” similar to those who di- 
rect the baseball and movie indus- 
tries “to control. production and 
put a price on our goods that will 
insure a fair return. 

Cheatham said the wage and 
hour act had been “seized upon by 
northern politicians to hamstring 
the south.” He said the. National 
Labor Relations Board majority 
and, the secretary of labor had ad- 
ministered that act “partially and 
unfairly” in-a “country which 
shouts of its democracy,” and con- 
cluded that “some of us wonder 
just where we are heading.” 

“Majority’s Will Ignored.” 

“We are extremely critical of 
the personal dictatorships in Eu- 
rope,” he said, “and in this atti- 
tude we apparently have consid- 
erable comfort’ and support from 
many of those now in power in 
this government. 

“However, the principle of a 
dictatorship is not confined solely 
to those countries under the per- 
sonal dominion of those with th 
technical title of dictators. 

“Such a principle can be just as 
effectively exercised in a country 
that denominates itself a democ- 
racy when it abandons all regard 
for the majority will of those in 
a section thereof duly entitled to 
a voice as to the way they desire

HOUSE BODY OKAYS 
CANAL IN FLORIDA 


$200,000,000 Project, 
Abandoned in 1935, Is 
Revived by 10-6 Vote. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—(/) 
The Florida ship canal, subject of 
many congressional debates, was 
rapiproved by the house rivers and 
harbors committee today oft a 10- 
to-6 vote. 

Two Republicans and eight 
Democrats voted to revive the’ 
$200,000,000 project, abandoned in 
1935 because congress refused to 
appropriate funds for it. Prelim- 
inary work had been done With 
$5,400,000 of relief funds. 

The measure approved by the 
house committee was introduced 
by Chairman Mansfield, Demo- 
crat, Texas, after President Roose- 
velt, early in this session, urged 
congress to authorize completion 
of the canal. It merely authorizes 
future appropriations. |

Farmer - Student’s Winner 
Pays $1.77 a Day Profit 
While Feeding.

LAGRANGE, Ga., April 14.— 
Selling at 27 cents per pound— 
about three times the market price 
—the whitefaced Hereford steer 
that won the grand championship 
award for young Curtis Avery Jr., 
Harris countian, in Troup County 
Livestock Association’s first an- 
nual fat cattle show here yester- 
day, today brought more than $300 
for the youthful owner while he 
was deep in his studies at the 
University of Georgia. 

The .eserve grand champion, 
exhibited by J. Forrest Johnson, of 
LaGrange, sold at auction today 
for 12 cents @ pound, bringing its 
owner $117. 

Leading meat houses through- 
out this section had representa- 
tives at the sale, which involved 
exchange of stock for a total of 
approximately $12,000. 

Young Avery bought his steer 
December 1 for $42, or six cents 
a pound for its 700 pounds. During 
133 feeding days, feed cost him 
$20.79, and the champion-to-be 
grew to 1,152 pounds. it 
$311.04 and the $10 grand cham- 
pionship premium, netting its own- 
er $248.25 profit, or about $1.77 a 
day profit on the feeding period.

highest court sits again after two 
week’s recess. 

Mr. Cooley, one of leading 
tobacco experts on the house ag- 
ricultural committee,: said that if 
the law is upheld all congressmen 


to meet together to work out a 
program of legislation to correct 
certain evils in the present quota 
system. 

The case before the supreme 
court originated in the Georgia 
state courts and involves a con- 
troversy between tobacco farmers 
and warehousemen at Valdosta. 
Under the quota provisions of the 
1938 law, warehousemen collected 
penalties from the farmers for to- 
bacco sales in excess of the quota 
stipulated. by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace. On petition of the 
farmers the penalties exacted were 
put in escrow. By mutual consent, 
the case was transferred to fed- 
eral district court, which decided 
in favor of the government. 

Contrary to the original AAA 
act of 1933, which was declared 
unconstitutional in 1936, and reg- 
ulated production of tobacco, the 
present law regulates marketing. 
The lower court ruled that gov- 


is valid under the interstate com- 
merce clause of the constitution.

The 25-mile speed limit is a proper regula- 
tion. It has saved lives. But the reasonable 
motorist cannot be expected to carry the whole 
burden, and it would be well if the city and its 
citizens examined the possibility of speeding 
the flow of traffic rather than permitting in- 
dividual speeds to creep up beyond the danger 
point. Strict enforcement of the law is not 
enough.

LATIN-AMERICAN TRADE 
Considerable uneasiness has been indicated 
as a result of the so-called German trade pene- 
tration in Latin Amefica. The ancient system 
of bartering, introduced in modern times by a 
nation which must “export or die,” has done 
much by way of demoralizing trade in markets 
where the United States has sought to improve 
her business in a spirit of reciprocity and elim- 
ination of inequitable tariff barriers. 
Germany, in 1933, furnished 12 per cent of 
all foreign goods imported by Brazil. In 1937 
the percentage had increased to 24 per cent. 
Chilean imports jumped from 11 to 26 per cent, 
in Guatemala they went from 12 to 32 per cent 
and Peru from 10 to 20 per cent, during the 
same comparative years.

This is not to say, however, that the United 
States can bury its head in the sand and there- 
by effectively quarantine war away from these 
shores. America must remain, realistic 
enough to foresee the dangers inherent in a 
world of chaos, and to attempt, without in- 
volvement, to avert the explosion which seems 
to many today to be inevitable. America must, 
above all, carry out the defense program guar- 
anteeing the inviolability of the western hemi- 
sphere from European doctrines. 

When Senator George declares that we 
should take no part in any European war, he is 
considering the elements too often overlooked 
by the general public, but which loom greater 
and greater when it is considered that the sec- 
ond world war will inevitably be a “total” war; 
in other words, every factor in national life will 
be regimented into the machinery for the con- 
duct of the war. The regimentation of World 
War years would be insignificant when com- 
pared to the M-day plans for the War and 
Navy departments today. Under this, Amer- 
ica would become a state as completely totali- 
tarian as Germany and in the unavoidable eco- 
nomic chaos of the aftermath the liberty which 
we so highly value today will have been lost 
forever. 

America must consider also that the Euro- 
pean situation was imposed against the de- 
mands and the promises of the United States 
for reasonable peace treaties. Great Britain 
and France created the condition which they 
now seex so desperately to alleviate short of 
warfare. The error of their ways was pointed 
out long years ago and the warning repeated 
time and time again. So that there can be no 
moral obligation cited which would perhaps re- 
quire the consideration of the United States.

OLD TACTICS PREFERRED 
(From the Washington Post) 


The United Mine Workers have had long ex- 
perience with collective bargaining. Hence the 
shutdown which has deprived approximately 338,- 
000 bituminous coal miners of work and wages 
during the past week cannot he attributed to 
lack of familiarity with the practices and ob- 
jectives of that system. 

No industry has suffered more severely than 
coal mining from the effects of labor disputes. 
And no group of organized labor is more seriously 
menaced by prolonged suspension of work than 
are coal miners. For strikes and lockouts encour- 
age the use of substitute fuels and thus threaten 
permanently to reduce the volume of employment 
in the coal industry. 

John L. Lewis first proved himself an effective 
labor leader by his skillful unionization of this 
overdeveloped and demoralized industry. But he 
has not succeeded in securing for the miners the 
major advantage of habitually peaceful adjust- 
ment of differences over working conditions. 
Whether the blame for this failure is due pri- 
marily to the attitude of the operators, or to that 
of the union, or is caused by intransigeance on 
both sides, is an open question. There is no

MASTER BUILDER. 


Sunday’s lesson, Acts 13th and 
14th .chapters, traces the experi- 
ences and achievements of the first 
missionary journey of Paul and 
Barnabas—a journey which took 
them from Antioch in Syria to 
Antioch, in Pisidia, and thence to 
Iconium, Lystra and Derbe. Re- 
turning to Antioch, they gave a 
thrilling and inspiring report of 
what had happened to them and 
to those to whom they had been 
privileged to preach the Gospel. 

In Antioch, capital. of Syria, 
Paul and Barnabas. had built: up, 
a strong missionary church : and 
had gone out from this group of 
Christians as ambassadors of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to other cities, 
Jew and Gentile. They stopped 
first at Antioch in Pisidia, and a 
great throng of people turned out 
to hear them preach, but the Jews 
were outraged and worked up a 
mob spirit which involved men 
and women. Shaking the 
dust from their feet as a testimony 
against the persecuting Pisidians, 
Paul and Barnabas moved on to 
Iconium, 90 miles away. 

At Iconium the situation was at 
first most favorable to Paul and 
Banabas. A great multitude of 
Jews and Greeks believed, but the 
unbelieving Jews stirred up the 
Gentiles and turned them against 
Paul and Barnabas. Remaining in 
Iconium for a period of about six 
month, Paul and Barnabas left a 
church behind them as they mov- 
ed on to Lystra, 18 miles away, 
and the capital city of Lycaonia. 

Lystra was largely a Gentile 
city, and it is believed that. Paul 
preached in the open parks and 
in the streets, since most likely 
there was no synagogue there. A 
miracle of healing occurred at Ly- 
stra which swept the people into 
a frenzy. . A lame man from birth 
heard Paul and Paul commanded 
him to stand upright on his feet. 
Immediately he leaped and walk- 
ed. They wanted to cown Paul 
and Barnabas Jupiter and Mercu- 
rius, whereupon Paul cried out, 
declaring that he and Barnabas 
were but men, urging the people 
to restrain themselves from fool- 
ish worship of man, pointing them 
to the.Lamb of God that taketh 
away the sins of the world.

Thus 
we sketch this first missionary 
journey in which four churches 
were established, many were sav- 
er, and Paul and Barnabas suf- 
fered much.

Foreign office circles earlier had 
accused Mr. Roosevelt of “med- 
dling” in matters which didn’t con- 
cern him. 

Deutsche Dienst said that while 
Premier Mussolini and Reichs- 
tuehrer Hitler were endeavoring to 
“offset the unrest sowed by the 
western democracies through a 
new and just order in Europe, 
Roosevelt is seeking anew to sup- 
port the tottering front of injus- 
tice by his hate.” 

Assail U. S. Aims. 

“Roosevelt holds up Pan-Amer- 
ican union before European na- 
tions as an example of the nation- 
al community of American lands,” 
it continued. 

“Allegedly, only pure peace and 
harmony has reigned among these 
American nations. 

“One asks: How can the head 
of a state express such nonsense? 

“All the more so because the 
United States in the last 40 years 
alone has undertaken and carried 
out 16 armed and warlike inva- 
sions in Latin-American coun- 
Mtries.”

Meanwhile the Reich’s expand- 
ing naval forces prepared for war 
games next week almost under the 
guns of the British fortress at Gi- 
braltar. A communique said, how- 
ever, the move had nothing to do 
with the current political situa- 
tion. 

Berlin serenely went ahead with 
preparations for Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s birthday celebration next 
Thursday. The chancellor is at 
his Berchtesgaden estate where he 
undoubtedly received prompt re- 
ports of President Roosevelt’s 
Pan-American Union speech to- 
day. 

(The President pledged Ameri- 
can economic support to any 
American country threatened by 
“economic pressure” from abroad 
and condemned aggression as 
“criminal’”). 

The immediate reaction was that 
Roosevelt was “meddling,” as one 
Nazi put it, in a sector far from 
home and that his statements were 
based on a “misunderstanding.” .

In other Nazi circles it was as- 
serted that Roosevelt “clearly re- 
vealed himself as the master wire- 
puller behind the anti-German en- 
circlement policy.” 

A dispatch of the official news 
agency on American relief was 
headed “God’s Own Country Now 
Satan’s Country.” 

“What we want is a Monroe 
Doctrine in southeastern Europe 
and it is not for America to med- 
dle in it,” one Wilhelmstrasse 
source said. “We want no more 
and no less than the United States 
claims under her Monroe Doc- 
trine.” 

The view was expressed in 
these quarters that Rumania and 
Greece accepted Britain’s offer of 
protection because they feared to 
offend Britain by rejecting it. 

Silent on Poland. 

There was silence on the Reich’s 
relations with Poland, although 
the press carried short reports that 
the Polish foreign minister, Joseph 
Beck, was planning a trip to Paris. 

Official circles still professed a 
belief Poland would never sign an 
alliance with Britain. (Poland and 
Britain concluded an interim de- 
fensive alliance, but technical dis- 
cussions are scheduled before it 
is made formal and . permanent). 

So firm is this belief that it 
aroused speculation as to whether 
Hitler was not holding up his 
sleeve a trump which he consid- 
ered strong enough to convince 
Poland it had better not sign.

It is the irresponsible op- 
erator, and especially the fugitive 
from state regulation, who has 
been causing our major head- 
aches,” 
Landis Applauded.

CHICAGO, April 144—(4)— 
James M. Slattery, close adviser

It was pointed out one of the 
most serious stumbling blocks to 
efficiént work is the “ignorance 
and indifference” of parents. 

Leading the discussions was 
Miss Cynthia Clark, of New York, 
religious education leader of the 
National Episcopal Council, while 
among those taking part were Mrs. 
P. T. LaGrone, of Grenada, Miss., 
diocesan young people’s leader, 
and Mrs. Richard Watson, of Tus- 
caloosa, Ala. 

The conference also recommend- 
ed steps toward establishing a 
unified national organization for 
young people, with a unified pro- 
gram of activities for all groups. 
It was the opinion of youth lead- 
ers that less than one-fourth of 
the young people of the church 
have any active connection with 
the church’s work and it was sug- 
gested conferences be held in each 
diocese to determine what new 
activities are needed and in what 
areas there is serious overlapping. 

Recommended as study subjects 
next year were a mission study 
course, “The Relationships Be- 
tween Jews and Christians,” and 
democracy.
